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INDIANA MEDICAL LAW OF JS97, WITH AMEND- 
MENTS OF (899 AND 1901. 




Section 1, Be it enacted by the General Asserably of the State 
of Indiana, That it shall hereafter be unlawful for any person to 
practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in this State without first 
obtaining a license so to do, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 3. After this law goes into effect, any person desiring to 
begin the practice of medicine, surgery or obstetrics in tliia State, 
shall procure from the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination a certificate that such person is entitled to a license 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indi- 
ana ; and in order to procure such certificate the applicant shall sub- 
mit to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
Ms diploma, with an affidavit setting forth the time and number of 
"terms, duration of each term, applicant was required to be in at- 
tendance at said school in order to complete said course of study, 
and that the affiant is the person to whom such diploma' was issued. 
Such application shall be accompanied by the affidavit of two free- 
holders resident in the same county in which the applicant resides, 
stating that tlie applicant is the person named in the accompanying 
diploma and application for a certificate. All diplomas received 
by the Board shall be returned to the person owning the same, and 
for failure to return any diploma to its lawful o^vner within a 
reasonable time the secretary of said Board shall be liable on his 
bond for damages in the sum of twenty-five dollars ($95). Such 
applicant shall pay to said Board the sum of ten dollars ($10) at 
the time of making such application. All persons who were prac- 
ticing medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana on 
March 8, 1897, and have not complied with the provisions of the 
law, and desiring to continue the same, sliall, on or before July 
11, 1899, obtain a certificate that they are entitled to do so by 
presenting to the State Board of Medical Registration and Ex- 
amination the license possessed by them at the time of the passage 
of this law, together with an affidavit that they are the legal pos- 
sessors of the same, and the persons mentioned therein, and such 
ippHcant shall pay to the Board the sum of one dollar ($1) at the 



time of making such application. The Board shall thereupon issue 
to such applicant a certificate, which, when presented to the Coun- 
ty Clerk of the proper county, shall entitle the holder to a licenae 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State o£ Indiana, 
In the event an applicant for a certificate from the State Board of 
Medical Registration and Examination shall present a diploma 
from a medical coUege which is not recognized as maintaining a 
sufficiently high grade or standard of medical education as defined 
and fixed in the records of the Board, the applicant shall have the 
privilege of being examined as to his qualifications to practice 
medicine, surgery and obstetrics in such manner as the Board shall 
provide, and if he shall pass an examination satisfactory to the 
Board he shall receive a certificate, the same as if he had presented 
a satisfactory diploma and other evidences and qualifications for 
the practice of medicine. But if he should fail to pass such exam- 
ination he shall be permitted to submit to another examination 
within twelve months from the time of the first examination. He 
shall pay to the State Board of Medica! Registration and Exi 
tion the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25): Provided, ho-\ 
That payment of said sum of twenty-five dollars ($35) shall entitle 
him to a re-examination in case of failure at the first or any subse- 
quent examination; And provided further, That if such applicant 
shall fail to pass the examination prescribed by such Board of Med- 
ical Registration and Examination, he shall have the right to an 
appeal to the Circuit or Superior Court of the proper county, re- 
quiring such Board to show cause why such applicant should not 
he permitted to practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in the 
State of Indiana, upon the applicant giving a good and satisfactory 
bond, to be approved by the court, to secure all costs of suit should 
the appeal be determined against him. Upon the receipt of the 
certificate by the applicant from the State Board of Medical Regis- 
tration and Examination, the applicant shall, upon the presentation 
thereof to the Clerk of the county in which he resides, receive 
from the County Clerk a license to practice medicine, surgery and 
obstetrics within the State of Indiana. The persons receiving such 
license shall pay to the County Clerk fifty cents ($0.50) as his fee 
for issuing and recording such license, as hereinafter provided. 
In case of change of residence from one county to another within 
this State, the liolilcr of a physician's license shall obtain a new 
license in the county where fie proposes to reside, by filing with 






the County Clerk the license obtained by liini in the county in 
which he last reeided, in the same manner as provided for on the 
prCBentation of his certificate from the State Board of Hedical 
Kegietration and ^Examination, and the Clerk shall issue him a new 
license. (As amended March 3, 1809, Acta 1S99, p. 247.) 

See. 3- It ehall be the duty of the Clerk of the county in which 
an applicant resides to issue to the person presenting such certifi- 
cate, ae hereinhefore provided for, a license under hia official seal 
in the following form:

I, Clerk of the Circuit Court

The County Clerk shall enter of record the name, age, place of 
birth, address, school or syetem of medicine to which said applicant 
belongs, and the person so registering shall enbecribe to and verify 
by oath before such Clerk an aflidavit concerning such facts, 
which, if wilfully false, ahaU subject the affiant to conviction for 
perjury. The County Clerk shall furnish annually, on the first 
day of January, to the State Board of Medical Regietration and 
Examination, upon blanks furnished by said Board, a duplicate list 
of all certificateB received and licenses issued by him during the ' 
preceding year, and shall include therein the date of issue of said , 
license, and the name, age and reeidence of the person receiving i 
the same. 

Sec, 4, Within thirty daya after this law goes into effect, it I 
ghflU be the duty of the Governor of the State of Indiana to ap- I 
point a State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
eompOBcd of five (5) niombera, who shall serve, two for one year, , 
one for two years, one for three years and one for four years; and. 
their succesBorB for a term of four years each. No school or system j 
of medicine shall have a majority repreBCntation on such Board. 
Said Board shall be nonpartisan, and not more than three shall be 
members of any one political party. The Governor shall select ; 



members of said Board of Medical Eegi^tration and £xaminatio& 
from reputable physiciane in this State who are graduates of any 
college of medicine of good repute : Provided, That no prof eftsor 
or teacher in a medical college shall be appointed as a member of 
such Board: Provide'd, further, That each of the four schools or 
systems of medicine having the largest numerical representation 
in the State shall have at least one representative on said Board. 
Should a vacancy occur in said Board by death, resignation, re* 
moval or otherwise, then it shall be the duty of the Governor to 
fill the vacancy from the school or system entitled to representa- 
tion by virtue of such vacancy* The Governor shall have power to 
remove any member of said Board for incompetency, gross immor- 
ality, for any abuse of his official power, or for other good cause, 
and may fill any vacancy thus occasioned by appointment. Any 
person appointed to fill any vacancy on such Board, whether occa- 
sioned by death, resignation, removal or otherwise, shall hold for 
the unexpired term of the member whose place he is. appointed 
to fill. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the members of the State Board 
of Medical Registration and Examination to meet in the city of 
Indianapolis within thirty days after their appointment, and or- 
ganize by the election of a President, Secretary and Treasurer, 
who shall serve until the second Tuesday in January following, 
and their successors shall be elected on the second Tuesday in 
January annually thereafter. The said Board shall hold regular 
meetings on the second Tuesday in January and July of each year, 
and as often in addition as may be necessary for the transaction of 
such business as may properly come before it under the provisions 
of this act, and shall have power to make all necessary rules and 
regulations for the transaction of its business* 

For their services the members shall receive the sum of six dol- 
lars ($6) per day, and their traveling expenses necessarily incurred 
in the attendance upon the business of said Board. It shall be the 
duty of the Secretary of said Board to keep a record of all appli- 
cations for certificates, and such record shall contain all the facts 
set forth in such application, including the action of the Board 
thereon, and shall execute all orders of said Board, and the Secre- 
tary shall have for such service the sum of two hundred and fifty 
dollars ($250) per annum, to be paid from the funds of said Board, 



and said Board may employ a clerk, and fix his salary at not more 
than five hundred dollars ($500) per annum. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of said Board to pay quar- 
terly all moneys received by the Board to the Treasurer of State, 
which moneys shall be credited to a separata and permanent fund 
for medical registration and examination, which is hereby created. 
All moneys so paid to the Treasurer of State shall remain and be 
a separate and permanent fund for the maintenance of the said 
Board of Registration and Examination. The said Board shall, by 
its President and Secretary, from time to time, certify to the Au- 
ditor of State the necessary expenses incurred by the said Board, 
including salaries and per diem of the members, and the Auditor 
Bhall issue his warrant for the same, which shall be paid out of the 
fund so established for the maintenance of the said Board: Pro- 
vided, That no order shall be drawn by any State official on any 
fund other than the above named fund for any salaries of the i 
Board incident to the administration of this act. 

The Treasurer and Secretary of said Board shall each give bond 
in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), with sureties to be i 
approved by the Governor, which bonds shall he filed with the Au- I 
ditor of State. The members of the State Board of JTedical Reg- ' 
istration and Examination are authorized to administer oaths in 
matters relating to the discharge of their official duties. The State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination is charged with 
the duty of enforcing this act, and it shall be the duty of the 
Prosecuting Attorney, upon the complaint of the Board, to prose- 
cute any violation of this act. 

Tt shall also be the duty of the grand jury of the proper county' 
to investigate all violations of this act and return indictments 
therefor in proper cases, and it shall be the duty of the Prosecuting 
Attorney to prosecute violations of this act by information when- 
ever a proper afSdavit is filed by any one, as in other cases of vio- 
lations of the law; or to prosecute offenders before the Justice of 
the Peace in proper cases. 

The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall, 
from time to time, establish and record, in a record kept hy them 
for that purpose, a schedule of the minimum requirements which 
must he complied with by applicants for examination for lie 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics, before thev shall 1 
entitled to receive such license. The said Board shall also, in lii 



manner, establish and cause to be recorded in such record a ached- 
iile of the minimum requirements and rules for the recognition of 
medical colleges, so as to teep these requirements up to the aver- 
age standard of medical education in other States. After the year 
1897 no change shall be made in such schedules of requirements in 
any year after the month of January of each year, nor shall any 
change be made to have any retroactive effect, or that shall affect 
students theretofore matriculated. Such record shall be at all 
times open to examination by the public, aud the said schedules 
of requirements, after they have been established and recorded, 
and all changes made therein, shall be printed in circular form, and 
mailed to all medical colleges in the State, and shall also be fur- 
nished to any person upon application. Said Board shall not, in 
the establishment of the aforesaid schedule of requirements, dis- 
criminate for or against any school or system of medicine, nor shall 
it prescribe what system or systems or schools of medicine shall 
be taught in any of the colleges, universities or other educational 
institutions of the State. 

It shall have power to make and establish all necessary rules and 
regulations for the reciprocal recognition of certificates issued by 
other States, and to prevent unjust and arbitrary exclusions by 
other States of graduates in medicine from this State who have 
fulfilled its requirements. When an application for a certificate is 
made, and a diploma submitted, as herein provided, it shall be the 
duty nf the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
to determine, upon the evidence presented, whether such diploma 
rightfully belongs to and was issued to the person making applica- 
tion for a certificate, and whether the medical college that issued 
the diploma maintains a standard of medical education conforming 
to that fi.xed bv the State Board of Medical Registration and Ex- 
amination, and whether the application otherwise complies with 
the rules of the Board. 

If these facta are shown by competent evidence, it shall be the 
duty of the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
to issue a certificate, signed by its President and Secretary, and 
under its official seal, stating that the person applying for such cer- 
tificate and possessing such diploma Is entitled to a license to prac- 
tice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana : Pro- 
vided, Said application shall be filed prior to January 1, 1905: 
And provided, further. Said applicant shall have, prior to January 



1, 1901, matriculated in a reputable meiiicBl college in Indiana, 
maintaining a standard of niedioal edwcation oonfonning to that | 
fixed byaaid Board, and shall Imve graduated from said college j 
and received Lis diploma therefrom, prior to January 1, 1905. I 
Except, as last above provided, no eertiticeto shall be iaaned to any ' 
person whomsoever until he shall have satisiied the aaid Board that j 
he has graduated at a reputable medical college as in tiiis section i 
Bet forth, maintaining a standard of medical education as above ' 
prescribed, and shall have passed before said Board a satisfactory ' 
examination as to hia qualifioations to praotice medicine, surgery I 
and obstetrics. Such examination shall be had upon payment of 
the same fees and upon the same tenns and conditions aa are pro- 
vided in Section 1 of said act, approved March 8, 1897, but the 
applicant shall have the right to designate, in writing, at the time 
he files his application, tlie member of the Board who shall con- 
duet hia first examination in materia mediea, therapeutics, theory 
and practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics and gynecology. 

The Board at its discretion may authorize the Secretary to issne 
a temporary permit to an applicant for the interim from date of 
application until the next regular meeting of the Board. The State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall have the 
right to review the evidence upon which a license has been ob- 
tained, and if it shall be found that a license has been obtained by 
fraud or misrepresentation, the Board may revoke such license. . 
The Board [may] refuse to grant a certificate to any person guilty 
of felony or gross immoralitj', or addicted to the use of liquor or 
drug habit to such a degree as to render him unfit to practice medi- 
cine or surgery. 

If any person holding a license under the provisions of this act 
shall be guilty of any of the above enumerated acta or shall have 
procured a certificate or license by fraud or misrepresentation, said 
Board may, after notice and hearing, revoke any license which ha« 
heretofore been or may hereafter be issued to him, together with 
the certificate upon which suoh license has been or may be issued. 

A specific written charge, verified by affidavit, must be presented ■ 
to the Board, making definite and specific charges of suoJi facta 
against the holder of aueh license. The Board shall thereupon fix 
a time and place for the hearing of such charges, at which the 
person charged may appear and defend against the same. A copy 
of such charges, together with a notice of the time and place fixed i 
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for the hearing, shall be served upon the person so charged at least 
twenty (20) days before the time set for the hearing of the same. 
If, after such hearing, the Board revokes such certificate and li- 
cense, such order shall be by said Board entered upon its record. 
A copy of such order of revocation, certified by the Secretary of 
such Board, shall be by it at once delivered to the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court of the county in which such license was issued, and 
such Clerk shall record the same upon the margin of the record of 
such license. If the Board shall refuse to grant a certificate for 
any of the reasons above stated, it shall enter such refusal upon its 
record, together with a statement of the grounds for such refusal. 
An appeal may be taken from the action of the Board to the Cir- 
cuit or Superior Court of the county in which such license was is* 
sued in case of revocation, and to the county where the applicant 
lives in case of a refusal of a certificate, upon the licensee or ap- 
plicant filing with the Clerk of such court, within thirty days from 
the entering of such order of revocation or refusal by said Board, d 
good and sufficient bond in the sum of two hundred dollars ($200), 
to be approved by said Clerk, to secure the payment of costs of 
such appeal, should the appeal be determined against him. It 
shall thereupon be the duty of such Clerk to notify the said Board 
of the filing of such bond, and said Board shall thereupon forward 
to said Clerk the charges, together with a copy of the order of re- 
vocation, where there has been a revocation, or the application for 
a certificate and a copy of the order of refusal where there has 
been a refusal to grant a certificate. The Clerk of said court shall 
thereupon docket the same as a cfause pending in said court. Said 
verified charges shall be treated as a complaint. The accused may 
plead to said charges and issues may be formed thereon as in ^j\y 
civil case, and the same shall thereupon be tried by the Judge of 
the Circuit Court. It shall be the duty of the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of the circuit to which said county belongs to appear in such 
case and represent the Board. The only finding and judgment in 
such cases shall be "guilty'^ or "not guilty," the same to be ren- 
dered separately as to each of the charges. If the finding and judg- 
ment of the court be ''not guilty" as to each of said charges, the 
same shall be br tlie Clerk of said court certified to said Board, and 
it shall thereupon make an order setting aside it.-? order of revoca- 
tion, and forward to the Clerk of said court a certified copy there- 
of, which shall be entered upon the margin of the record of said li- 



cense. If judgment of "guilty" of any of said charges be awarded j 
in said case, the costs of such proceedings shall be recovered of the 
accused and a fee of tea doDars ($10) shall be taxed therein in i 
favor of the Prosecuting Attorney, and the order of revocation , 
made by said Board shall be and remain in effect. During the 
pendency of such appeal the accused shall not be entitled to prac- 
tice by virtue of such Hcense. "Where the appeal is from a refusal 
to grant a certificate, the same shall be heard upon the application 
and certified copy of the order of refusal without any other issues ; 
the same to be tried by the Judge of said court, who shall, upon hia 
finding, enter a judgment that the license shall or shall not be 
issued as the facts may require, and upon such order the Clerk of 
such court shall issue the proper license showing therein the au- 
thority by which it is issued, and shall report the same to the State 
Eoard. The Prosecuting Attorney shall represent the Board in 
such appeal, and if the court shall refuse the license judgment shall 
be entered against the applicant for costs, including ten dollars 
($10) fee for the Prosecuting Attorney. Appeals from the judg- 
ment of said court may be prosecuted to the Supreme Court as in 
other civil cases, either by said Board in its own name or by the 
applicant or holder of such license or certificate, where the judg- 
ment may be against him., No fees other than the fees of its own 
witnesses shall be taxed against said "Board in any event, "Where 
the applicant shall appeal from a refusal to grant a certificate, the 
cause shall be docketed in the name of the applicant against the 
State Board of Medical Kegistration and Examination, "Where 
the license or certificate shall have been revoked, the cause shall 
be entitled The State Board of ^Medical Begitration and Examina- 
tion against A B (the holder of the license). (As amended March 
11, 1901,)

Sec, 6. All persons practicing midwifery in this State, and 
who have practiced it for ten years last preceding March 8, 1897, 
and desiring to continue the same shall on or before July 11, 1898, 
make application to the State Board of Medical Kegistration and 
Examination by submitting an aiBdavit, fully attested, giving the 
name, age, residence, the length of time during which, and the 
place or places at which the applicant has been engaged in sucii i' 



practice, and the special education, if any, wbicli the applicant has 
received for such practice. Such application shall be accompanied 
by the affidavits of two freeholders, duly attested, that the appli- 
cant is known to them as the person applying for a certificate to 
practice midwifery, and that such applicant has been engaged in 
the active practice of midwifery, giving the location or locations 
of such practice for the last ten (10) years previous to the passage 
of tliis act. Upon such application and the payment of one dollar 
($1) the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
eliall issue to the applicant a certificate which shall, when presented 
to the County Clerk, entitle the holder to a license to practice mid- 
wifery in this State. Al! persona desiring to enter upon the prac- 
tice of midwifery in this State after this law goes into effect shall 
present to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion their diplomas, duly attested, and procured from an obstetrical 
school of such standing as shall be recognized and determined by 
the Board. ■ Such applicant shall pay to said Board the sum of five 
dollars ($5) at the time of making such application ; or snch appli- 
cant shall submit to an examination in midwifery as the Board 
shall require, and pay a fee of ten dollars ($10). Such evidence of 
qitalification being satisfactory to the Board it shall issne a certifi- 
cate entitling the holder to a license from the Clerk of the county 
in which the applicant resides, which license shall entitle the hold- 
er to practice midwifery in this State. The license thus issued shall 
conform to all requirements of registration imposed upon physi- 
cians' licenses in section two of this act and shall be subject to rev- 
ocation for the same cause as provided in section five in case of 
license to physicians. (As amended Karch 3, 1899, Acts 1899, p. 
252.) 

Sec. 7. Nothing in this act shall be (so) construed as to dis- 
criminate against any school or system of medicine, or to prohibit 
gratuitous services in eases of emergency, or to the administration 
of family remedies. This act shall not apply to any commissioned ■ 
officer of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital serv- 
ice in the discharge of his official duties ; nor to any physician or 
surgeon who is legally qualified to practice in the State or Terri- 
tory in which he resides, when in actual consultation with a legal 
practitioner of this State ; nor to any physician or surgeon residing 
on the border of a neighboring State and duly authorized to prac- 
tice under the laws thereof, whose practice extends into the limits 
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of this State : Provided, That such practitioner shall not open an 
ofiBce or appoint a place to meet patients or receive calls within the 
limits of this State. This act shall not be construed to prevent 
medical students from practicing medicine and surgery under the 
immediate and direct supervision of a licensed physician for a lim- 
ited period of two years : Provided, however, That the said stu- 
dent had not practiced medicine, surgery or obstetrics prior to the 
passage of this act ; in the event the amount of time said student 
has practiced medicine, surgery or obstetrics shall be deducted 
from the said t^vo years herein mentioned ; and in no event shall 
the said student open an office or offer to engage in the practice of 
medicine, surgery or obstetrics. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall- subject the offender to a fine of 
not less than twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more than two hundred 
dollars ($200). (As amended March 3, 1899, Acts 1899, p. 253.) 
Sec. 8. To open an office for such purpose or to announce to 
the public in any way, a readiness to practice medicine in any 
county of the State or to prescribe for, or to give surgical assist- 
ance to, or to heal, cure or relieve, or to attempt to heal, cure or 
relieve those suffering from injury or deformity, or disease of 
mind or body, or to advertise, or to announce to the public in any 
manner a readiness or ability to heal, cure or relieve those who 
may be suffering from injury or deformity, or disease of mind or 
body, shall be to engage in the practice of medicine within the 
meaning of this act: Provided, That nothing in this act shall be 
construed to apply to or limit in any manner the manufacture or 
sale of proprietary medicines. It shall also be regarded as practic- 
ing medicine within the meaning of this act, if any one shall use 
in connection with his or her name the words or letters ^^Dr.," 
'^Doctor," "Profe^^sor/' "M. D./' or "Healer," or any othei^ title, 
word, letter or designation intending to imply or dosiirnnte him or 
her as a practitioner of medicine or siirgerv in any of its branches: 
Provided,. That this act shall not be construed to apply to nonitin- 
erant opticians who are at this time engaged in, or who may here- 
after engage in tlie ])ractice of optoniotry in this State, nor to pro- 
fessional or other nurses. In charging any person in an affidavit, 
information or indictment with a violation of this law by practic- 
ing medicine, surgery or obstetrics without license, it shall be suf- 
ficient to charge that he did, upon a certain day and in a certain 
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county, engage in the practice of medicine, he not having any li- 
cense to so do, without averring any further or more particular 
facts concerning the same. (As amended March 11, 1901.) 

Sec. 9. Any person who shall practice medicine, surgery or 
obstetrics in this State without having a license duly issued as here- 
inbefore provided, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be fined not less than twenty-five dol- 
lars ($25) nor more than two hundred dollars ($200). 

Sec. 10. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed, and also an act entitled "An act regulating 
the practice of medicine, surgery and obstetrics, providing for the 
issuing of license to practice, defining certain misdemeanors and 
providing penalties,'^ approved April 11, 1885, and all amend- 
ments thereto be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Additional Section 3. Three thousand (3,000) copies of the 
annual report of the Board to the Governor shall be printed in the 
same manner as the report of the State Board of Health ; and the 
printing and stationery of the Board shall be paid out of the print- 
ing fund. (Added in 1899 and amended, March 11, 1901.) 

Additional Sec. 4. The said Board may grant limited certifi- 
cates which shall authorize the proper clerk to issue to the holder 
thereof a license to practice osteopathy only. Such certificate 
shall be issued on the same terms 'and conditions as others, except 
that the applicant therefor shall not be required to pass an exami- 
nation in materia medica, nor shall the college from which he 
presents a diploma be required to conform to the standard fixed 
by said Board as to instructions in materia medica, but such col- 
lege shall so conform in all other branches of instruction. Such 
license shall not authorize the holder thereof to administer or pre- 
scribe or use on one other than himself any drugs or medicines, 
and any such administration, prescription or use of any drug or 
medicine by the person holding such limited license shall be prac- 
ticing medicine without a license, and such person shall be pun- 
ished therefor as others are punished for practicing medicine with- 
out a license: Provided, further, That any person now holding 
a diploma issued from any college of osteopathy in the United 
States, and [who] is [now] a resident of the State of Indiana, 
shall be granted a certificate and license to practice osteopathy 
upon presenting his diploma to said Board and Clerk and paying 
the fee required by this act.

RULES OF THE BOARD* 



The following question to the Attorney-General was submitted: 

Question: "Inasmuch as the law defines the practice of medi- 
cine to be, To open an office for such purpose, or to announce to 
the public a readiness to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
in any county in the State, or to prescribe for or to give surgical 
assistance to those suffering from disease, injury or deformity, 
should be to engage in the practice of medicine, etc.,' and as the 
law requires in case of change of residence from one county to 
another in the same State, that the holder of a license shall obtain 
a new license in the county where he proposes to reside by filing 
with the clerk the license obtained by him in the county where he 
last resided, when the clerk shall issue to him a new license, does 
it not follow that a legal practitioner can have but one professional 
residence or home, and that to open an office in a county, or to 
announce a readiness to practice in a county where he has no li- 
cense, would be a violation of the law?*' 

The Attorney-General's answer was as follows : 

"I think a licensed physician has a right to practice any^vhere 
in the State. He can have but one residence at which he is re- 
quired to take out a license, but I see no reason in the law why he 
could not maintain any number of offices if he feels so disposed. 
It is not where he maintains his office that he is required to take 
out his license, but where his residence is, and it might well be 
that a physician should prefer to live in one county and yet have 
his office in another." 

Rule 6. June 10 the Board ruled that all persons making com- 
plaints against applicants before tlie Board bo requirod to bo spe- 
cific, giving full circumstances, dates, names and addresses of wit- 
nesses who can testify to particular allegations, and that affidavits 
be made to all charges forwarded to this office, or the Board can 
give the matter no consideration. 

June 29, 1897, the Attorney-General furnished to the Board 

his definition of a "good, moral character," as prescribed by the 

law, as follows:

such illegal practitioners. 

Kiile 58. Inasmuch as the law contemplates that a residence 
in this State is essential to eligibility to registration under the 
medical act of the State to practice medicine, surgery and obstet- 
rics therein, 

Resolved, That on and after this date (December 14, 1899) all 
applicants for registration, under the medical act now in force, not 
having a legal residence in Indiana, will be required to acquire a 
residence by sojourning in the State six months after making such 
application, before such applicant can become eligible to registra- 
tion: Provided, That such person, being otherwise entitled to 
registration and having paid the fee of such registration, may be 
permitted to practice by special permit, until the expirationof the 
said period of six months. 

Rule 60. It will be necessary that specific charges be made in 
order that this Board may be able to take effective action. Gross 
immorality, habitual drunkenness, the drug habit, obtaining cer- 
tificate or license by fraud or misrepresentation, are reasons con- 
templated in the law necessary to revoke, or refusal to grant li- 
cense. All persons making complaints against applicants before 
this Board must be notified that when complaints are filed they 
must be specific, giving full eircumstaneea, dates, and witnesses 
that will swear to the same, with the postoffice address of each, and 
make affidavit to the same, and forward at once to this office, or 
this Board can give the matter no consideration. 



Whereas, The statute regulating the practice of medicine, sur- 
gery and obstetrics, as amended, requires an examination of ap- 
plicants for registration; 

Kesolved, That on and after the passage of said amendments, 
Buch applicant shall deposit examination fee 'with appKcation, 
which will entitle him, without further charge, to a temporary per- 
mit to practice until the next regular meeting of the Board : Pro- 
vided, That those whom the law exempts from examination shall 
deposit the fee required by law for registration of diploma. 

Inasmuch aa the law regulating the practice of medicine, surgery 
and obstetrics in Indiana was, in 1901, so amended as to exempt 
from examination applicants for registration to practice osteop- 
athy, who were, on March 11, IDOl, residents of this State and 
possessed of diplomas from any osteopathic college in the United 
States; therefore, in order to estabtisli what constitutes such col- 
lege, 

Eesolved, That the diplomas of such applicants must have been 
issued by institutions possessing equipment and a curriculum equal 
to that fixed by the Associated Colleges of Osteopathy, aa set forth 
by its constitution in 1898. 

Whereas, By the amendments of 1901 to the medical act, the 
State Board of Kedical Registration and Examination may grant 
limited certificates which will authorize the proper clerk to issue 
a license to practice osteopathy only ; and, 

Whereas, It is provided by the law that "such certificate shall be 
issued on the same terms and conditions as others, except that the 
applicant therefor shall not be required to pass an examination 
in materia medica, nor shall the college from which he presents a 
diploma be required to conform to the standard fixed by said 
Board as to instructions in materia medica, but such college shall 
so conform in all other branches of instruction ;" therefore, 

Hesolved, That all applicants for registration to practice os- 
teopathy in the State of Indiana and the college from which they 
procured their diplomas must comply with the schedule of mini- 
mum requirements in force at the time of application except in so 
far as pertains to materia medica ; 

Resolved, That hereafter when an applicant from another State 
applies for examination before the Board, the same be granted 
under the same rules and requirements as resident applicants, and 
should he pass with the required per cent,, certificate may be is- 
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sued by the Secretary when applicant makes his aflfidavit of resi- 
dence within this State.

• Resolved, That each medical college in the State be requested 
to furnish the Board, on or before the second Tuesday in July, an- 
nually, the following information: The number of students in at- 
tendance during the preceding college year, the time covered by 
the class in matriculation, the per cent, of attendance upon lectures 
by each student, the number of lectures delivered by each teacher, 
and the per cent, of attendance by each student upon such lectures, 
and the number of students who failed to pass the entrance exam- 
ination. 

Applicants for examination must be in attendance at the be- 
ginning and continue until the close of the examination. No ex- 
cuse for nonattendance will be accepted by the Board, except 
death or serious illness in the immediate family of the applicant, 
a sworn statement of which must be made to the satisfaction of the 
Board. 

On and after July, 1902, no person taking the second exami- 
nation and failing to pass will be granted an extension of tem- 
porary permit. The applicant may, however, apply for and take 
a subsequent examination by paying the regular fee. 

Resolved, That on and after July 10, 1902, every applicant for 
examination be required to present for filing with his application 
a recent photograph of himself, on the reverse of which he shall 
have written his name.

Resolved, That each recognized medical college in the State be 
invited to designate a member of its faculty to meet with the State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination at the English 
Hotel, Indianapolis, on October 21, 1902, at 8 p. m., for the pur- 
pose of considering the question of entrance qualifications of stu- 
dents in the medical colleges of the State, the method of deter- 
mining such qualifications and of the official endorsement of cer- 
tificates of said qualifications by the State Board. 

On motion, Dr. Spurgeon was instructed to notify all medical 
colleges of the State that the Board would undertake to furnish 
certificates of qualification to all matriculants desiring same, pro- 
vided that students shall appear before the authorized examiner 
of the Board, and at such time and place as said examiner may 
indicate, and make passing grade in such branches as will here- 
after be agreed upon.

Dear Sir— Replying to your Inquiry oZ the 23d: Under the provl- 
aiona of the act of the General Assembly of 1899 an applicant (or a 
certificate to practice medicine and surgery Id this State, wlio desires 
to secure the samo upon a diploma, eball pay to the Board the sum of 
ten dollars at the time of making such application. If he desires to be 
examined by your Board, he pays, at the time of hia application, the 
Bum of twenty-five dollars. 

It Is further provided that the payment of said sum of twenty-flve 
dollars shall entitle lilm to a re-ex ami nation In case of failure at the first 
or any subsequent examination. 

These are all the fees that ate provided for to be paid to your 
Board by applicants for certiflcates. It is further provided by Section 
2 of said act, that it la the duty of the treasurer of said Board to pay 
quarterly all moneys received by the Board to the Treasurer of State. 
There is no provision In the law for the return of either of these appli- 
cation fe^s. 

Therefore, wlien a pei'son malies application and pays the ten or 
twenty-five dollar fee, as the case may be, into the treasury of your 
Board, It becomes the property of the State, and Should be turned Into 
the State treasury. You have no authority to divert it from the channel 
prescribed by the statute, and you have no authority to return any 
portion of either of said fees after it has been ho received. 

You have no discretion over this fund, but must turn It Into the 
State treasury, as prescribed by law, and you can not draw It out, 
except for the purposes prescribed In the statute.

MINIMUM REQUIREMENtS FOR MEDICAL COLLEGES 
TO BE ACCOUNTED IN GOOD STANDING. 

By the Indiana State Board of Medical Registration and 

Examination After February, ld(3. 



No medical college will be in good standing with the Indiana 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination after Feb- 
ruary, 1903, that does not thereafter require of each applicant as a 
condition of admission to the college, the following : 

First. A certificate of good moral character, signed by two 
reputable citizens of the State of which he was last a resident. 

Second. Documentary evidence of preliminary education, the 
minimum being a diploma or certificate of graduation from a com- 
missioned high school, scientific or literary college or university, 
the curriculum of which embraces at least the following : 

1. English grammar. 

2. Rhetoric and composition. 

3. History of the United States as presented in Montgomery's 
History of the United States, or equivalent text. 

4. General history as presented in Myers' General History, or 
equivalent text, or Greek and Roman history, or English history, 
in lieu thereof. 

5. Algebra, including fundamental rules, fractions, simple 
equations, involution and evolution and quadratic equations as 
given in Milne's High School Algebra, or equivalent text. 

6. Plane geometry as given in Wentworth's New Plane and 
Solid Geometry, or equivalent text. 

7. Physics as presented in Gage's Elements of Physics, or 
equivalent text. 

8. General biolog}^- or botany and zoology as presented in 
Sedgwick and Wilson's General Biology, or equivalent text. 

9. Chemistry as presented in Shepard's Elements of Chem- 
istry, or equivalent text. 

10. Latin, inchiding Latin grammar, prose composition 9^xjA 
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the translation of four books of Caesar's Gallic War, or the equiva- 
lent, or 

Third. A certificate from a State Medical Examining Board 
of having passed a satisfactory examination with an average grade 
of not less than seventy-five per cent, in each of the several 
branches named above. 

The above mentioned evidence of preliminary education will be 
required of all applicants of the Indiana State Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination before taking the examination of 
the Board : Provided such applicant did not matriculate prior to 
February, 1903. 

Graduates of medical colleges recognized by this Board at the 
time of their graduation may be admitted to any recognized med- 
ical college without examination or documentary evidence of pre- 
liminary education. 

ADVANCED STANDING. 

Graduates of a regularly established and recognized university 
or College of Arts or Science, or College of Dentistry, that re- 
quires at least three years' attendance as an essential to graduation, 
may be admitted to the sophomore year of a four-year medical 
course : Provided such applicant has complied with, the entrance 
requirements of this Board as herein mentioned; but such student 
must complete all the work of the freshman year before he can be 
advanced to the junior year. 

A student in any medical college recognized by the Indiana 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, who has 
complied with the entrance requirements of this Board, and pos- 
sesses a certificate of attendance and completion of any college 
year, may enter witliout re-examination the college year immedi- 
ately following that previously completed, in any recognized med- 
ical college. 

reqitikemp:nts for medical colleges. 

After Februarv, 1003, only such medical colleges shall be con- 
sidered in good standing by the Indiana State Board of Medical 
Registrption and Examination as have: 

1. roinplicd with the requirements of this Board heretofore 
in force. 
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2. And that possess a full and complete faculty for teaching 
medicine, surgery and obstetrics in all their branches. 

3. And that afford their students adequate clinical and hos- 
pital facilities. 

4. And that embrace in their curriculum anatomy, physiology, 
chemistry, materia medica, therapeutics, medicine, surgery, obstet- 
rics, gynecology, histology, pathology, dermatology, bacteriology, 
ophthalmology, otology, laryngology, rhinology, physical diagnosis, 
hygiene and medical jurisprudence. 

5. And that require attendance upon at least eighty per cent, 
of each course of instruction. 

6. And that give four graded courses of instruction^ the aggre- 
gate of which amounts to at least 104 weeks of at least 36 hours 
each ; and at least 42 months must have elapsed between the stu- 
dent's first course of medical lectures and the date of his gradua- 
tion. 

7. And that require an average grade in each course of instruc- 
tion of at least seventy-five per cent, in examinations as a condi- 
tion of graduation. 

8. And that fulfill all their published promises, requirements 
and claims respecting advantages to their students and courses of 
instruction. 

In determining the reputability of a medical college, while 
reserving the right to investigate and make a personal inspection 
of the same, this Board will be governed by the report of the Board 
of Medical Registration in the State in which such college is 
situated: Provided the said Board will reciprocate such action. 

All rules and regulations governing medical colleges which have 
been heretofore adopted by the Indiana State Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination in conflict with the foregoing rules 
and regulations will stand repealed after February, 1903.

HOW TO OBTAIN A LICENSE TO PRACTICE MEDI- 
CINE IN INDIANA. 



All applicants must be bona fide residents of the county and 
State before certificates can be issued. 

Every applicant must procure the necessary blank from bis 
County Clerk or from the Secretary of the Board, fill it out care- 
fully and make aSidavit to the same before some officer aiithorized 
to administer oaths, also have two freeholders, residents of the 
same county in which applicant resides, make affidavit as to the 
moral character and to the personal identity of the applicant as the 
person mentioned in the diploma. The application blank, when 
properly filled, together with diploma and proper fee, must be- 
sent by express or registered mail to the State Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination, Room 120, State House, Indian- 
apohs, Indiana. 

The only applicants exempt from examination are graduates of 
reputable medical colleges located in Indiana, who matriculated 
therein prior to January 1, 1901, and graduate therefrom and 
make application for registration prior to January 1, 1905. 
Fee, $10. 

After January 1, 1905, an examination will be required of all 
candidates. The subjects for examination are anatomy, physiol- 
ogy, obstetrics, gynecology, materia medica and therapeutics, the- 
ory and practice of medicine, chemistry, surgery, pathology, bac- 
teriology, hygiene, histology, rhinology, medical jui-isprudence, 
ophthalmology, otology, laryngology and dermatology. 

The examination begins the second Tuesday in January and j 
July of each year, at 8 a. m., and continues three days. Only 1 
graduates of reputable medical colleges are admitted to the exam- 
ination. 

Applications for examination, accompanied by diploma and fee, 
$25, should he on file in this office at least five days prior to th& 
date for examination.

Temporary permits to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
until one month after the next regular meeting of the Board are 
issued on request, when the application is complete and satisfac- 
tory, diploma recognized and fee paid in full. No permits are 
granted during the month preceding the examination. 

Upon receipt* of the certificate by the applicant, he shall, upon 
the presentation of the same to the Clerk of the county in which he 
resides, receive a license to practice medicine, surgery and obstet- 
rics, within the State of Indiana. The recipient of such license 
shall pay to the County Clerk fifty cents as his fee for issuing and 
recording the same. This license entitles the holder to practice 
in any county in the State so long as he maintains his residence in 
the county in which the license was issued. 

In case of change of residence from one county to another 
within this State, the holder of a physician's license shall obtain a 
new license in the county where he proposes to reside by filing with 
the County Clerk the license obtained by him in the county in 
which he last resided, and the Clerk shall issue to him a new 
license. 

No person is qualified to practice medicine, surgery or obstet- 
rics within the State of Indiana who has not first procured a license 
or temporary permit to do so under the acts of 1897, 1899 or 
1901. 

Those who desire to apply for license to practice obstetrics must 
follow the same directions as above, but the fee is ten dollars for 
examination. 

The regular sessions of the Board are held the second Tuesday 
in January and July of each year. 

Fee for examination, $25. 

All fees must be sent by registered mail, express, postal note or 
draft. Individual checks are not accepted by the Board. 

Former sets of examination questions ire not sent out.

DUTIES OF COUPfTY CLERKa 



Upon the receipt of the certificate by the applicant from the ] 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, the appli- 
cant shall, upon the presentation thereof to the Clerk of the county 
in which he resides, receive from the County Clerk a license to 
practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics within the State of 
Indiana. The person receiving such license shall pay to the 
County Clerk fifty cents ($0.50) as bis fee for issuing and record- 
ing such license as hereinafter provided. In case of change of I 
residence from one county to another within this State, the holder j 
of a physician's license shall obtain a new license in the county j 
where he proposes to reside, by filing with the County Clerk the j 
license obtained by him in the county in which he last resided, in 1 
the same manner as provided for on the presentation of his cer- i 
tificate from the State Board of Medical Eegiatration and Exam- 
ination, and the Clerk shall issue him a new license. (As a 
March 3, 1899, Acts 1899, p. 247.) 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the county in which , 
an applicant resiiies to issue to the person presenting such certifi- 
cate, as hereinbefore provided for, a license under liis official seal J 
in the following form :

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The County Clerk shall enter of record the name, age, place 
of birth, address, school or system of medicine to which said appli- 
cant belongs, and the person so registering shall subscribe to and 
verify by oath before such Clerk an affidavit concerning such facts, 
which, if wilfully false, shall subject the affiant to conviction for 
perjury. The County Clerk shall furnish annually, on the first 
day of January, to the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination, upon blanks furnished by said Board, a duplicate 
list of all certificates received and licenses issued by him during 
the preceding year, and shall include therein the date of issue of 
said license, and the name, age and residence of the person receiv- 
' ing the same. 



It will be observed by the above that the law makes it the duty 
of the Clerk of each county in the State to make a report to the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, on the 
*'first day of January" of each year. This report must be made 
upon blanks which are furnished by the Board to all County Clerks 
of the State a few days before report is due. County Clerks who 
do not comply promptly according to law must not feel aggrieved 
if the attention of the Attorney-General is called to their negli- 
gence. The work of the State Board is very much embarrassed 
if reports are not made promptly. County Clerks will please note 
that any certificate not signed by the Secretary and President of 
the State Board of Medical Registration and Exatnination is void, 
and license to practice medicine must not be issued thereon. 
Duplicate licenses must not be issued except by consent of the 
State Board. [ • : [

CONSTITUTION OF THE AMERICAN CONFEDERATION 
OF RECIPROCATING, EXAMINING AND LICENS- 
ING MEDICAL BOARDS OF THE UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA. 



Article L — The jume of tliis organization shall be the Americati 
Confederation of Reciprocating, Examining and Lioeneing Med- 
ical Soarda. 

Article II. — The object of tliia Confederation shall be to estab- 
lish reciprocal relations between the medical examining and licens- 
ing boards of the States, Territories, districts and provinces of the 
United States ; the purpose of which being that thoroughly worthy 
and well qualified physicians and surgeons who have been legally 
authorized to practice under the laws of one of said States, Terri- 
tories, districts or provinces, may be given legal authority and be 
admitled to practice in any State, Territory, district ot province 
represented in this Confederation without a i-epetition of the tests 
of qualification to which such practitioner has submitted. 

Article ITT. — The officers of this Confederation shall be a Presi- 
dent, First and Second Vice-PreeidentR, Secretary, and Treasurer, 
whose duties shall be those usiial to said officers, and who shall be 
elected annually by tbe Confederation and retain their respective 
offices until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Article IV. — Additional to the officers mentioned in Article III, 
there shall be an Executive Council, composed of an authorized 
repreeentative of eadi State Board represented in this Confedera- 
tion, whose duty shall be to take advisory oversight of the affairs 
of the Oonfederation, audit claims and accomite, and make recom- 
mendations as to the business affairs of tho Confederation. 

Article V. — Any examining or licensing board of any State, 
Territory, district or province of the United States having a med- 
ical practice law requiring an examination before said board, and 
requiring thorough professional qualification as the basis of legal 
authority to practise in said State, Territory, district or province 
ehnll be eligible to membership in this Confederation and may 
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obtain memberahip by the signature of its autborized representa- 
tive to this Constitution 'and maintain such memberahip by com- 
pliance with the requirements of the Constitution and By-Laws 
of the Confederation. 

Article VI, — The annual dues to the Confederation shall be such 
an amount proportioned among the boards composing the Confed- 
eration as may be necessary to meet the expenses as found and 
allowed by the Executive Council. 

Article VII. — It shall be the duty of each examining or licens- 
ing board having membership in this Confederation to draft and 
spread of record in its home o£Bce a resolution embodying the basis 
of reciprocal recognition of applicants from other reciprocating 
States.

RESOLUTIONS ON RECIPROaTY 

Adopted by American Confederation of Reciprocating, Examin- 
ing AND Licensing Boards, April 23, 1903. 

(Membership : Wisconsin, Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, Iowa, Kansas. ) 



Eesolved, That for the purpose of establishing medical reciproc- 
ity among the States composing it, the Federation of Reciprocat- 
ing, Examining and Licensing Boards does hereby agree to the fol- 
lowing propositions as a basis of reciprocal registration : 

(a) That as a prerequisite to reciprocal registration, the appli- 
cant therefor shall file in the office of the Board in which he was 
last registered such evidence as will enable the said Board to cer- 
tify that he is of good moral and professional character. 

Such certificate shall be filed with his application for reciprocal 
registration in another State. 

1. (b) Also that a certificate of registration showing that an 
examination has been made by the proper Board of the State, on 
which an average grade of not less than seventy-five per cent, was 
awarded, the holder thereof having been at the time of said exam- 
ination the legal possessor of a diploma from a medical college in 
good standing in the State where reciprocal registration is sought, 
may be accepted in lieu of elimination, as evidence of qualifica- 
tion: Provided, That in case the scope of the said examination 
was less than that prescribed by the State in which registration is 
sought, the applicant may be required to submit to a supplemental 
examination by the Board thereof in such subjects as have not been 
covered. 

2. (c) That a certificate of registration, issued by the proper 
Board of any State may be accepted as evidence of qualification for 
reciprocal registration in any other State : Provided, The holder 
of such State certificate had been engaged in reputable practice 
in such State at least one year; and also provided, that the 
holder thereof was at the time of such registration the legal pos- 
sessor of a diploma issued by a medical college in good standing in 
the State in which reciprocal registration is sought, and that the 
date of such diploma was prior to the legal requirement of the 
examination test in such State.

Indianapolis, Ind., February 11, 1904. 
To the State Board of Medical Registration, and Examination: 

Dftir Sirs — During the past jear we have instituted about 
twenty casea in different eountiea for practicing Inedicine without 
a license. About one-tbird of tbem bave resulted in conyictions. 
About one-half are etill on the dockets and remain to be tried. 

We have conferred and advised with the local officers over a 
number of cases which were brought in the first inetance by the 
local authorities. The leading case this year was the prosecution, 
and conviction of Laura S, Funk, a Christian Scientist, in the 
Marion Criminal Court. Next in importance probably was the 
conviction of Dr. A, D, ■Williams, a traveling specialist from St 
Louis, who was prosecuted at Bedford, The licenBe of Daniel 
D. Weiser was canceled. 

Early in the year we obtained a final decision eetablishing that 
the Board bad a right to investigate the character of the diplomaB 
held by osteopatiis engaged in the practice when the Acts of 1901 
went into force. 

In the case of Parke v. State, in 159 Ind. 211, the Supreme 
Court decided moet explicitly ; 

1- That the Medical Law, as amended in 1901, was constitu- 
tionah 

2. That an indictment or affidavit in the general language (riE 
the statute was sufficient. 

3. A "magnetic" healer ia within the inhibition of the law and 
must he oonvicbed if be has no license. 

The complete upholding of the law in all of its features by the 
Supreme Court has had a healthy effect on the sentiment of both 
the people and the local authorities over the State, and we find 
them as a rule ready to co-operate with us in the enforcement of 
the law.

ALABAMA. 

Section 1. — Be it enacted by the legislature of Alabama, That 
any applicant for a certificate of qualification to treat diseases 
of human beings by any system of treatment whatsoever, shall, 
according to rules prescribed and standards established by the 
Medical Association of the State of Alabama, be examined by 
one of the authorized Boards of Medical Examiners of this State 
in the following branches of medical learning, to wit: Chan- j 
istry, anatomy, physiology, the etiology, pathology, symptomatol- 
ogy, and diagnosis of diseases; obstetrics and obstetrical opera- 
tions; gynecology; minor and major surgery; physical diagnosis; 
hygiene; and medical jurisprudence; and should said applicant , 
be found proficient in said branches of medical learning a certifi- 
cate of qualification in such form as shall be prescribed by said ■ 
Medical Association of the State of Alabama shall be issued to 
him, which shall entitle him to treat any and all diaeaaes of human ■ 
beings in this State in any manner that he may deem best. 

Sec. 2. — ^Be it further enacted, That when an applicant states i 
in writing that he has neither studied nor proposes to practice -J 
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major surgery, said applicant shall be exempt from examination 
in said branch of major surgery, and should he be found proficient 
in the other branches of medical learning named in section one of 
this act, a certificate of qualification in form to be likewise pre- 
scribed by the Medical Association of the State of Alabama shall 
be issued to him, which shall entitle him to treat all diseases of 
human beings in this State in such manner as he may deem best, 
except by the practice of major surgery. 

Sec. 3. — Be it further enacted. That all laws and parts of 
laws in so far as they conflict with the provisions of this act, 
be and the same are hereby repealed. 

The applicant for examination need not present a diploma. No 
evidence of college attendance is required. "No rule concerning 
administration of medical law yet adopted." — Chairman, March 
15, 1904.

ALASKA. 



There is no law regulating the practice of medicine in this ter- 
ritory. Itinerant physicians, in accordance with the act of June 
6, 1900, pay a license of $60 per annum. 



ARIZONA. 



An examination is required of all persons desiring to commence 
the practice of medicine in the territory. The applicant, who 
must be a bona fide resident of Arizona, must have obtained a 
diploma to practice medicine, or some department thereof, regu- 
larly issued by a medical college, lawfully organizedtunder the 
laws of the State or Territory wherein such college shall have 
been located at the time of the issuance of such diploma, and 
pass an examination before the State Board of Medical Exam- 
iners. 

The examination is in the following branches : Anatomy, physi- 
ology, chemistry, gynecology, obstetrics, pathology, practice, sur- 
gery, and such other branches as the applicant may elect.

• ARKANSAS. 

The law of 1903 provides for the creation of three Boardfl" 
known as the Homeopathic State Medical Board, the Eclectic 
State Medica] Board, and the State Medical Board of the Arkansas 
Medical Society. 

Every person desiring to begin the practice of medicine in the 
State must pass an examination before one of these Boards. The I 
Homeopathic State Medical Board esaraines all applicants who ' 
propose to practice the homeopathic system of medicine ; tlie Eclec- 
tic State Medical Board examines all applicants who propose to 
practice the eclectic system of medicine; and the Board of the 
Arkansas Medical Society examines all other applicants. 

The examination will he written or oral at the discretion of 
the Board, and elementary and of a practical character, including ' 
anatomy, physiology, chemistry, materia medica, theory and prac- 
tice of medicine, surgery and obstetrics.

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CALIFORNIA. 

In order to procure a certificate entitling to practice i 
State, the applicant must present to the State Board of Medical ,| 
Examiners a diploma issued by some legally chartered medical 
school, the requirements of which school shall have been at the 
time of granting such diploma, in no particular less than those 
prescribed by the Association of American Medical Colleges for 
that year; or he must produce satisfactory evidence of having j 
possessed such diploma, or a license from some legally constituted / 
institution^ which grants medical and surgical licenses only upon J 
actual examination, or satisfactory evidence of having possessed I 
such license. The applicant must also be personally examined I 
by the Board as to his qualifications to practice medicine and buP' | 
gery on the following subjects: Anatomy, physiology, bacte- 4 
riology, pathology, chemistry and toxicology, surgery, obstet*' ] 
rics, materia medica and therapeutics, theory and practice (^'i 
medicine. The Board is empowered by law to license without."] 
examination persons holding certificates from States having eqtud ' 
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requirements, providing the licenses of California are recognized 
without examination in said States. 

"Your letter was referred to the members of the medical board 
at its last meeting. The opinion of the members of tho medical 
board and their attorneys was that reciprocity was hardly practi- 
cable, so we have decided to act on that basis." — Secretary, May 
15, 1903. "California does not reciprocate with any states in 
medical licenses." — Secretary, March 21, 1904. 

Califoenia State Board of Medical Examiners in Trouble. 

Suit to oust the State Board of Medical Examiners of California 
has been begun in the name of the people through the Attorney- 
General, the petitioner being Dr. D. A. Hodghead, dean of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of San Francisco. The com- 
plaint sets forth that the defendants hold their places by virtue 
of having been elected on the board by the Medical Society of 
California, the California State Homeopathic Medical Society and 
the Eclectic Medical Society of the Stat6 of California, and the 
petitioner holds that these are simply private organizations, with 
no legal right to appoint anybody to public and salaried offices. 

Case is now pending in the Supreme Court.

COLOEADO. 

The law regulating medical practice in Colorado is essentially 
as follows: 

Those physicians holding diplomas from recognized reputable 
medical schools are registered upon the presentation of diplomas 
or other sufficient evidence of graduation. All applicants gradu- 
ating after January 1, 1900, must have had four full courses — in 
four separate years — in medical colleges having adopted the stand- 
ard of requirements equal to those of the A. A. M. C. Other 
physicians and undergraduates applying for licenses are examined 
by the Board in anatomy, chemistry, physiology, pathology, sur- 
gery, practice of medicine and obstetrics. Only residents of Col- 
orado are registered, but any one may register immediately on 
entering the State by complying with the requirements of the 
Board.

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COXNECTICUT. 

In this State a license will be issued to any person of good char- 
acter who has received a diploma from some legally incorporated 
medical college, and who passes an examination before any one of 
the three committees appointed by the State Board of Health on 
the nomination of the Connecticut Medical Societv, the Connecti- 
cut Homeopathic Medical Society and the Connecticut Eclectic 
Medical Association. Each committee frames its questions and 
conducts its examinations and files both questions and answers 
with the State Board of Health, which issues certificates of 
registration. The examinations are in the several branches of 
medicine. 

Any one of the examining committees may accept the license 
of any State Board of Medical Examiners of any State in the 
United States or in the District of Columbia in lieu of said exam- 
ination, provided the applicant shall present such license to the 
examining committee before whom he appears, together with sat- 
isfactory evidence that such license has been issued after a State 
examination of as high a grade and of the same kind as that 
required by said examining committee; that he is a resident of 
this State or that he intends in good faith to permanently reside 
herein; that he has been in actual practice for a period of at 
least six months in the year iumiediately preceding the date of 
his application. List of States not obtainable. 

Dr. C. A. Lindsley, New Haven, is Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, to whom applications for blank forms and for 
examination should be made. 



DELAWARE. 

The right to practice in this State is conferred only by a cer- 
tificate of the Medical Council. All applicants must present 
diplomas from legally incorporated medical colleges. Graduates 
after April, 1896, must have attended three courses of lectures 
in different years. Applicants furthermore must pass a written 
examination before the Board of Medical Examiners representing 
the President and Fellows of the Medical Societv of Delaware, 
or that representing the Homeopathic Society of Delaware State 
and Peninsula. Examinations are in anatomy, physiology, hy- 
giene, chemistry, surgery, obstetrics, pathology, diagnosis, thera- 
peutics, practice of medicine and materia medica. 
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Reciprocity of license is permitted by law with other States 
having a standard of requirements substantially the same as that 
required by the Medical Council of Delaware. 

"Thus far Delaware has arranged for reciprocity with but two 
States, New Jersey and Maryland. The purpose of the Medical 
Examining Boards of Delaware is to establish reciprocal relations 
with those boards of other States having a standard not below 
our own." — Secretary, Feb. 1, 1903. 

"Xew Jersey having raised her standard to four courses of 
lectures, and ours requiring but three, we have by mutual agree- 
ment discontinued reciprocity until we can by act of legislature 
bring our requirements up to those of Xew Jersey." — Secretary, 
March 14, 1904.

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 

The regulation of the practice of medicine devolves upon the 
Board of Medical Supervisors of the district. Only graduates 
in medicine holding diplomas from colleges authorized by law 
are eligible to examination. Diplomas issued prior to July 1, 
1898, shall be accompanied by satisfactory evidence that the appli- 
cant has studied medicine not less than three years prior to the 
issuing thereof, and four years if issued subsequent to June 30, 
1898. Diplomjis issued on two courses of lectures can not be 
accepted without evi donee of at least one year's additional study 
prior to the issue of a diploma. All examinations include anat- 
omy, physiology, chemistry, bacteriology', pathology', materia 
medica and, therapeutics, hygiene, histolog;\', practice of medicine, 
sur^erv", obstetrics and gynecology, diseases of the eye and the ear, 
medical jurisprudence, and such other branches as may be from 
time to time determined by the Board of Medical Supervisors. Li- 
censes may be issued witliout examination to pliysicians holding 
certificates from the examining boards of other States, providing 
'the said Boards grant equal rights and recognition to the licentiates 
of the Board of ^[edical Supervisors of the District of Cohmibia. 
Examinations are conducted bv three Boards of Medical Exam- 

* 

iners, representing tlie Regular, Homeopathic and Eclectic schools 
All examinations are subject to review by the Board of Medical 
Supervisors. 

"The Board of Medical Supervisors of the District of Columbia 
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will reciprocate with anv State or Territory, the medical law of 
wjiich ^ants to licentiates of the Board of Medical Supervisors 
of the- District of Columbia rights and recognition in snch State 
or Territory equal to the rights and recognition grantable recip- 
rocally to the licentiates of such State or Territory." — Secretary, 
Feb. 1, 1903. The law requires that certificates based on reci- 
procity be issued without fee. This precludes the possibility of 
reciprocity witli States while the present law is in force. ^ 

A bill has been introduced in the United States Senate provid- 
ing that all physicians who have practiced medicine in any State 
of the Union for ten years or more shall be allowed to practice 
in the District without further examination on payment of a fee 
and the -exliibition of a certificate of good character. 

All applications for a license must be made to the Secretary 
of the Board of Medical Supervisors, Dr. Wm. C. Woodward, 
Washington, D. C. 



FLORIDA. 



The law of this State requires that an applicant for a certi- 
ficate shall pass an examination before the Board of Examiners 
of a Judicial District, a State Homeopathic Board or a State 
Eclectic Board. The applicant to a District Board must present 
a diploma from a recognized school. To the Homeopathic Board a 
diploma from a school recognized by the American Institute. 
To the Eclectic Board a certificate of graduation from an Eclectic 
school. There is no uniform standard for examinations. Each 
Board establishes its own standard.

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GEOEGIA. 

In this State there are three boards of examiners of five mem- 
bers each appointed by the Governor from the Regular, Eclectic 
and Homeopathic schools. Each Board examines only persons 
making application to it, who are graduates of incorporated medi- 
cal colleges, that require not less than three full courses of 
studies of six months each, or in the case of persons graduated 
prior to April 1, 1895, on two full courses of study. The appli- 
cant must appear before the Board which represents the system 
that he proposes to practice.

HAWAH. 



A license to practice medicine in the territory of Hawaii is 
granted on the recommendation of the Board of Health after an 
examination by the Board of Medical Examiners.

IDAHO. 



Graduates of reputable colleges of medicine in good standing 
with the State Board of Medical Examiners are eligible to exam- 
ination. The applicants are examined in the applied branches of 
the theory and practice of medicine and surgery as are taught 
in the reputable schools of the system of medicine to which the 
applicant belongs, and in which the applicant intends to practice. 
At present the Board examines applicants upon twelve branches, 
as follows: Anatomy, physiology, materia medica and thera- 
peutics, obstetrics, gynecology, chemistry and toxicology, diag- 
nosis, theory and practice, histology and pathology. 

Dr. R, L. Nourse, Hailey, is the Secretary of the State Board 
of Medical Examiners. 



ILLINOIS. 



Every person desiring to enter on the practice of medicine 
in this State must pass an examination before the State Board 
of Health in the following branches: Xiv^lIotcv^ (^\vc\^^$!lj\\v^\^^- 
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tology), chemistry, gynecology, hygiene, materia medica and ther- 
apeutics, medical jurisprudence, obstetrics, pathology and bacteri- 
ology, physiology, practice of medicine (including dermatology, 
laryngology, rhinology, neurology, ophthalmology and otology) 
and surgery. The applicant must be a graduate of a medical 
college in good standing with the Board. If he graduated after 
January 1, 1900, he will be required to show evidence <)f having 
attended four courses of lectures of at least six months each in 
separate years. Each applicant will be required to submit evi- 
dence of an adequate preliminary education. Commencing with 
the session of 1904-05 every medical college considered in "good 
standing'^ with the Illinois State Board of Health will be required 
to exact of each candidate for admission documentary evidence of 
an accredited high school education or its equivalent (including a 
knowledge of Latin) and an attendance on^four courses of lectures 
of at least seven months each, in separate years. 

Applicants who have been examined and licensed by other State 
Examining Boards, having, at the time of examination, standards 
not lower than those required by the State Board of Health of 
Illinois, will be granted certificates without examination, if the 
Examining Board in question will recognize the certificates issued 
by the Illinois Board, under the provisions of the act now in 
force. The Illinois State Board of Health now reciprocates — in 
the case of licenses issued on examination — with Maine, Mich- 
igan, Nebraska, ^ew Jersey, Ohio, Virginia and Wisconsin; and 
probably Iowa and Kentucky.

INDIAN TEERITORY. 

In the Cherokee Nation, all persons desiring to begin the prac- 
tice of medicine must obtain a certificate from a Board of Medical 
Examiners of a Supreme Judicial District. An examination may 
or may not be required of a graduate of some medical school of 
reputable standing. Certificates are not issued to nongraduates 
in medicine. 

In the Creek Nation the Board of Health examines persons 
who may apply for a license. No person can be examined unless 
he has attended at least one term in a reputable medical college. 

In the Choctaw Nation an examination is required of all per- 
sons, but as in the Creek Nation there is no penalty for yiolation 
of the law except that the offender shall be held to be an intruder 
and dealt with accordingly.

It is stated that in the above nations, as well as in the Peoria, 
Wyandotte and others, the laws are null and void. 



IKDIANA. 



An examination is required of all applicants for a certificate 
to practice medicine in this State, except students who matricu- 
lated in a reputable Indiana medical college before January 1, 
1901, and graduate and make application to the Board prior to 
January 1, 1905. The applicant for an examination must have 
graduated from a reputable medical college, maintaining a stand- 
ard of medical education prescribed by the Board. The subjects 
for examination are anatomy, physiology, obstetrics, gynecology, 
materia medica and therapeutics, theory and practice of medicine, 
chemistry, surgery, pathology, bacteriology, hygiene, histology, 
rhinology, medical jurisprudence, ophthalmology, otology, laryn- 
gology and dermatology. The Board by law is empowered to estab- 
lish and cause to be rigidly adhered to, a schedule of minimum 
requirements and rules for medical colleges. The Board is em- 
powered to make and establish all necessary rules and regulations 
for the reciprocal recognition of certificates issued by other States. 

"Indiana is willing to reciprocate with all sister States on 
the following conditions, viz. : First, that the applicant for re- 
ciprocal recognition must present or give satisfactory evidence 
of possessing a diploma from a medical institution that is recog- 
nized, at the time of application, by the Indiana Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination. 

"Second, acceptable proof must be furnished that the applicant 
has been examined by a legally constituted State Board authorized 
to examine applicants to practice medicine and surgery. 

"The general average must not be less than 80 per cent, in 
the subjects of examination required by the Board. 

"If applicant has not been examined in all the above named 
branches, he will be required to take a supplemental examination 
in such branches as have not been taken." — Secretary, Feb. 1, 
1903. "Indiana now reciprocates with Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Nebraska." — Secretary, March 17, 1904.

In accordance with the law regulating the practice of medi- 
cine in the State of Kansas, persons desiring to commence the 
practice of medicine in the State shall apply to the State Board 
of Medical Registration and Examination and furnish evidence 
that they have devoted not less than three periods of six months 
each, no two within the same twelve months, or, if after April 1, 

1902, four periods of not less than six months each, no two within 
the same twelve months, to the study of medicine and surgery, 
and (except as hereinafter provided) submit to such exam- 
ination in anatomy and histology, chemistry, obstetrics and 
gynecology, materia medica and therapeutics, pathology, bac- 
teriology, theory and practice of medicine, physiology and 
surgery. The law further provides that graduates of legally 
chartered medical institutions of the United States or for- 
eign countries in good standing as determined by the Board, may, 
at the discretion of the Board, be granted a license without exam- 
ination, and that the Board may in its discretion accept in lieu of 
examination or diploma the certificates of other Boards, whose 
standards of qualifications for practice are equivalent to those of 
Kansas. Circular Letter No. 7, issued by the Board March 20, 

1903, states that after April 1, 1902, the basis of all registration 
for the practice of medicine and surgery will be a satisfactory ex- 
amination by the Board. 'No registrations will be made on diplo- 
mas or certificates from other State boards. — Affirmed by Secre- 
tary, March 14, 1904.

The basis of all registration for the practice of medicine and 
surgery will be a satisfactory examination by the Board. 

All applicants must have one of the following qualifications 
to be admitted to the examination :

2. They must have attended a legally qualified medical school 
three years and have ^ had five years' practice. .

KENTUCKY. 

The authority to practice medicine is a certificate from the State 
Board of Health, which, upon application, will issue a certificate to 
any reputable physician who is practicing, or who desires to begin 
the practice of medicine in this State who possesses any of the fol- 
lowing qualifications: First, a diploma from a reputable medical 
college legally chartered under the laws of this State. Second, a 
diploma from a reputable and legally chartered medical college of 
some State or county endorsed as such by the State Board of 
Health. Third, satisfactory evidence from the person claiming' 
the same that such person was reputably and honorably engaged 
in the practice of medicine in this State prior to February twenty- 
third, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four. ^Nonresidents 
are not entitled to register. 

The following requirements will be in force on and after June 
15, 1904: All persons (except present matriculates of Kentucky 
colleges), before entering upon the practice of medicine must pass 
a satisfactory examination before the State Board of Health in 
all the branches taught in recognized medical colleges. Only 
those are eligible for examination who are bona fide residents of 
the State and who hold diplomas from recognized colleges located 
within the limits of the United States, or who were regularly 
and honorably engaged in practice in this State prior to February 
23, 1884. The Board, acting under its general powers, will 
probably reciprocate with other States having equivalent require- 
ments.

LOUISIANA. 

All persons before entering upon the practice of medicine in 
any of its branches, in this State, must present to the Board of 
Medical Examiners a diploma from a medical college in good 
standing as determined by the Board, and pass a satisfactory ex- 
amination. The applicant shall also satisfy the Board that he or 
she is twenty-one years of age, of good moral character, and pos- 
sesses at least a fair primary education. The Board, composed of 
physicians and surgeons recommended by the Louisiana State 
Medical Society, examines all applicants who propose to practice 
any other than the Homeopathic system of medicine, and the 
Board, composed of physicians recommended by the Hahnemann 
State Medical Society, examines all applicants who propose to 
practice the Homeopathic system of medicine.

All persons who apply for registration in this State m\ist pre- 
sent to the Board of Registration of Medicine a diploma from a 
medical school or college in good standing with the said Board 
and pass an examination in anatomy (including histology), physi- 
ology (with some reference to chemistry), pathology, including 
bacteriology, materia medica, therapeutics, practice of medicine, 
surgery (including reference to diseases of eye and ear), and obstet- 
rics (including gynecology). The standard of medical instruction 
which the Board will approve is three years of medical study and 
three c6urses of lectures for those who graduate previous to 1902 
and four years' study and four courses of lectures after 1901. 
Five years of reputable practice before 1901 will be accepted in 
lieu of one year's study. The examination is both written and 
oral. Any person who is eligible for examination before 
this Board and who has been examined and registered or 
licensed by the examining Board of any other State which 
maintains a standard of education at least equal to that required 
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in this State, may be registered by this Board and have a certifi- 
cate issued to him upon complying with certain requirements. 

"We will register any person who is eligible to examination by 
our Board and who has been examined and received a rating of 
at least 75 per cent, by any Board that maintains a standard equal 
to our own and been registered by it, provided the Board will ac- 
cept our certificate under similar circumstances." — Secretary, Feb. 
3, 1903. 

"We have accepted reciprocal registration with New Jersey, 
Illinois, Michigan, and probably Ohio." — Secretary, March 12,

MARYLAND. 

The regulation of the practice of medicine in this State de- 
volves upon two boards of eight members each selected respective- 
ly by the Medical and Chirurgical Faculty of the State of Mary- 
land and the Maryland State Homeopathic Medical Society. Any 
person who desires to commence the practice of medicine in the 
State must make written application for license to either Board 
and to show that he is of good moral character, has received a com- 
petent conmion school education and has either received a diploma 
from a medical college of the United States requiring a four years' 
standard of education as defined by the American Medical College 
Association or the Intercollegiate Committee of the American In- 
stitute of Homeopathy or a diploma or license conferring the full 
right to practice all the branches of medicine and surgery in some 
foreign country. The requirement concerning diploma or license 
does not apply to any physician who has practiced outside of Mary- 
land for at least three years prior to April 11, 1902, and has been 
duly registered and licensed in the place where he so practiced, or 
to any student who on April 11, 1902, was in his second year in a 
medical college, providing he completes an attendance on three 
courses of lectures in different years. 

All applicants are required to pass an examination in the fol- 
lowing subjects: Anatomy, physiology, surgery, practice, pathol- 
ogy, chemistry, materia medica, therapeutics and obstetrics.

The examinations are wholly or in part in writ- 
ing in the English language, and of a scientific and practical char- 
acter. They include the subjects of anatomy, surgery, physiology, 
pathology, obstetrics, gynecology, practice of medicine and hy- 
giene, and are sufficiently thorough to test the applicant's fit- 
ness to practice medicine.

MICHIGAN.

First, That applicant shall be registered and given a certificate 
of registration if he shall satisfactorily pass an examination before 
the Board upon the following subjects: Anatomy, physiology, 
chemistry, pathology, materia medica and therapeutics, toxicology, 
histology, practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, gynecology, 
mental and nervous diseases, diseases of the eye, ear, nose and 
throat, bacteriology, hygiene, public health laws of Michigan and 
medical jurisprudence. * * -J^ Provided, however, that such 
applicant for examination shall have a diploma from a legally 
incorporated, regularly established and reputable college of medi- 
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cine within the States, Territories, Districts and Provinces of 
the United States, or within any foreign nation (provided such 
foreign nation accord a like privilege to graduates of approved 
medical colleges of this State) having at least a four years' course 
of seven months in each calendar year, as shall be approved and 
designated by the Board of Registration in Medicine : Also pro- 
vided. That such applicant shall have, previous to the beginning 
of his course in medicine, a diploma from a recognized and repu- 
table high school, academy, college or university having a classical 
course, or shall pass an examination equivalent at least to the 
minimum standard of preliminary education adopted and pub- 
lished by the Board before examiners appointed by and in accord- 
ance with the regulations of aforesaid Board, and at such time 
and place as the Board may designate: Provided, a student en- 
tering a college in Michigan, having a preliminary examination 
of the standard approved by the Board of Registration in Medi- 
cine, shall not be required to take this examination: Provided, 
That this requirement of preliminary education shall not apply 
to those students who, on the date of the passage of this acj;, were 
regularly registered as students of legally organized and reputable 
medical colleges approved of by said Board : And provided, also, 
That the requirements of medical education shall not apply to 
those graduates of legally organized and reputable medical col- 
leges approved of by said Board who had graduated from such 
colleges, previous to the date of the passage of this act; and stu- 
dents complying with the other provisions of this section who 
on January 1st of the present year were regularly registered as 
students of legally organized and reputable medical colleges of 
this State, approved of by said Board, may obtain a certificate 
of registration as graduates of such colleges and without exam- 
ination by the Board upon payment of a fee of ten dollars. 

Second, the applicant shall be registered and given a certificate 
of registration if he shall present a certified copy or certificate 
of registration or license which has been issued to said applicant 
in any foreign nation where the requirements of registration shall 
be deemed by said Board of Registration in Medicine to be equiv- 
alent to those of this act: Provided, Such country shall accord 
a like privilege to holders of certificates from this Board. The 
fee for registration from applicants of this class shall be twenty- 
five dollars. 

Third, the applicant shall be registered and given a certificate 
of registration if he shall present a certified copy of certificate of 
registration or license which has been issued to said applicant 
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within the States, Territories, Districts or ProX'inces of the United 
States where the requirements for registration shall be deemed 
. by the Board of Registration in Medicine to be equivalent to those 
of this act, and shall otherwise conform to the rules and regu- 
lations agreed upon between the State Board of which he is a 
licentiate and said Board relative to the recognition and exchange 
of certificates between States : Provided, such States shall accord 
a like privilege to holders of certificates from this Board. 

"Michigan at the present time reciprocates with Wisconsin, In- 
diana, Maryland, Kentuckv and Xobraska under Qualifications 
Nos. I* and Ilf, and with Illinois, Ohio, Xew Jersey and Maine 
under Qualification Xo.

MINNESOTA. 

All persons who hereafter commence the practice of medicine 
and surgery in this State must apply to the Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers for a license, and the applicant, at the time and place des- 
ignated by the Board, or the regular meeting of the Board, must 
submit to an examination. Graduates prior to July 1, 1887, must 
present evidence of having attended two courses of lectures in 
different years, if their diploma dates later than July 1, 1887, and 
prior to January 1, 1899, three courses are required, and if subse- 
quent to January 1, 1899, four courses. 

After January 1, 1902, applicants for license to practice medi- 
cine and surgery must present evidence of having attended four

Subjects for examination: Chemistry, 
surgery, physiology and hygiene, anatomy, obstetrics, pathology 
and diagnosis, therapeutics. Applicants examined and licensed by

Academic Requirements: Candidates for examination must 
present a certificate of academic education, or a certified copy 
of diploma, to attach to and file permanently with their appli- 
cation, showing that their academic education meets at least one 
of the following requirements of the statute: 

(a) A certificate or diploma issued after four years of study 
either in a normal, manual training or high school of the first 
grade in New Jersey, or in a legally constituted academy, semi- 
nary or institute of equal grade.

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(b) A student's certificate of examination for admission to 
^ the freshman class of a reputable literary college, attested by 

the seal of the institution attended, or before a notary. 

(c) A certificate from the State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction of Xew Jersey that the candidate has presented to 
him satisfactory credentials of an academic education considered 
and accepted by him as fully equivalent to either of the above 
requirements. ' 

Medical Requirements : Candidates must have received a di- 
ploma conferring the degree of doctor of medicine from some 
legally incorporated medical college (which was in good standing 
at the time of issuing said diploma) in the United States, or a 
diploma or license conferring the full right to practice all the 
branches of medicine and surgery in some foreign country, and 
have also studied medicine not less than four full school years 
of at least nine months each, including four satisfactory courses 
of lectures of at least seven months each, in four different calen- 
dar years in some legally incorporated American or foreign med- 
ical college or colleges, prior to the granting of said diploma 
or foreign license. 

First Exemption: Candidates for license who graduated prior 
to July 4, 1903, and have been in continuous and reputable prac- 
tice for at least five years since graduation, may be admitted 
to the examinations upon certified and satisfactory evidence of 
moral character, of three courses of medical lectures in different 
calendar years and of a competent academic education according 
to the standard of that time. 

Second Exemption: Candidates for license who graduated 
prior to July 4, 1894, and have been in continuous and reputable 
practice since graduation, may be admitted to the examinations 
upon certified and satisfactory evidence of moral character, of 
two courses of medical lectures in different calendar years and 
of a competent academic education according to the standard of 
that time. 

Medical licenses issued after examination by other States may 
be indorsed by New Jersey, in lieu of examination: Provided, 
That the standards of academic, medical and examining require- 
ments of the State issuing the license are substantially the same 
as those of N'ew Jersey: And provided, further, That the can- 
didate for indorsement complies with the conditions required 
from candidates for examination. 

Candidates for indorsement are required to furnish certified 
evidence of having passed a satisfactory and approved state. exam- 
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ination in substantially the same medical branches and under 
essentially the same rules and regulations as required by New 
Jersey for examination/ and to have received a State license upon 
an average parking of at least 75 per cent. In addition to this, 
certified evidence of moral character must be submitted, either 
from an incorporated medical society or from two legally qual- 
ified physicians, residents of the same locality as the candidate, 
with a letter of recommendation for indorsement from a regis- 
tered physician of New Jersey. New Jersey indorses the licenses 
of Illinois and other States, a list of which is not at present ob- 
tainable.

NEW MEXICO. 

The act to regulate the practice of medicine in New Mexico, 
now in force, provides that the New Mexico Board of Health 
shall, upon the production of evidence satisfactory to it, license 
any reputable person who is a graduate of a medical college in 
good standing, as defined by this act, to practice medicine, surgery 
and obstetrics in New ]\Iexico. A medical college in good stand- 
ing for the purpose of this act is declared to be one of at least 
ten years' continuous existence, one which now requires a high 
school certificate or its equivalent for admission to it, and one 
which now or hereafter requires an attendance on, and gives four 
full courses in four separate years, and one which has ample 
clinical facilities such as are furnished in large cities. And 
said Board shall at its December meeting in each year prepare 
and cause to be printed and distributed for the information of 
those interested, ft copy of this law and a list of the medical colleges 
in the United States of America recognized by it to be in good 
standing under this section. And such Board shall recognize 
any honorary or emeritus degree conferred upon any eminent 
foreigner by any such college as fully and to the same extent 
as if the applicant were a regular graduate thereof. 

Upon payment to the Board of the fees provided for, the Board 
may grant licenses to licentiates of other States and Territories 
which have like requirements as this act. provides for, and when 

said States and Territories ^Iso honor New Mexico licenses or

certificates. "We have no reciprocity with other States." — Sec- 
retary, March 14, 1904.

The regulation of the practice of medicine of this State is under 
the control of the Regents of the State University, by whom the 
three State Examining Boards representing the three schools of 
medicine are appointed. The examinations are conducted by a Re- 
gent's examiner and the answers are rated by the members of the 
Board. An applicant to practice must show evidence of a high 
school education or its equivalent, and of having studied medicine 
not less than four full years of at least nine months each, including 
four full satisfactory courses, and at least six months in four dif- 
ferent calendar years. Applicants who graduated before January 
1, 1902, need not show evidence of more than three courses of 
lectures. Each applicant (certain matriculates of New York 
colleges excepted) must pass a thorough examination in anat- 
omy, physiology and hygiene, chemistry, surgery, obstetrics, 
pathology and diagnosis, and therapeutics, including practice and 
materia medica. The Regents are empowered to recognize li- 
censes issued in other States.

CHRISTIAN SCIENTISTS SCORE. 

OHIO LAW DISORIMINATINQ A(iAINST THEM IS DECLARED VOID. 

Sandusky, Ohio, April 18.— In Common Pleas Court here this afternoon 
Judge Reed ruled that the state medical registration and examination law 
is unconstitutional because it limits the right to practice the healing art 
without the use of drugs or medicines to osteopaths, and by the rule of 
exclusion Christian Scientists are prohibited from practicing such pursuits. 

He said It should be amended so as to allow for a reasonable examina- 
tion for Christian Scientists and for registration. 

The ruling was made in the case of Oliver W. Marble of Sandusky, 
who was convicted some months ago and fined on a charge of practicing 
medicine without a license. Marble had treated a case of rheumatism 
according to Christian Science.— Chicago Inter Ocean, April 19, 1904. 

IfoTE. — The State Board of Medical Registration and Exam- 
ination will doubtless take an appeal to the Supreme Court. 
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OEXAHOMA. 

No person hereafter shall practice medicine or surgery in this 
Territory without first obtaining a license from the Territorial 
Board of Health. Application for license shall be made in writing, 
accompanied by a proof of good moral character, and proof 
of ten years' continuous practice or proof of graduation from 
a reputable medical college. When the application has been 
inspected by the Board and found to comply with the fore- 
going provisions, the Board shall notify the applicant to 
appear for examination at a time and place designated in such 
notice. Examination shall be made in whole or in part in writing 
and be suflSciently strict to test applicant's qualifications to prac- 
tice medicine. All members of the Board shall be present and par- 
ticipate in such examinations. — Section 5, Act of 1903. In force

The applicant must pass an examination before the Board in 
the following branches, viz.: Anatomy, chemistry, physiology, 
materia medica and therapeutics, medical jurisprudence, surgery, 
obstetrics, physical diagnosis and the general practice of medicine 
and attain a grade of 66 2-3 per cent, in each branch.

The rules of tlie Medical Council require that a 
preliminary examination shall be required from all candidates for 
medical licenses in the following branches, to wit: Arithmetic, 
grammar, geography, orthography, American history and English 
composition. ' The diploma of a college, diploma of an academy, 
seminary, normal school, or high school, or a teacher's permanent 
certificate, or a student^s certificate of examination for admission 
to the freshman class in a literary college, shall be accepted in lieu 
of such examination. Applicants who received their degrees in 
medicine since the first day of Jul}', 1894, must have pursued the 
study of medicine for at least three years, including three regular . 
courses of lectures in different years, in some legally incorporated 
medical college, prior to the granting of the diploma or license, 
and after the first day of July, 1895, such applicants must have 
pursued the study of medicine for at least four years, including 
three regular courses of lectures in different years, in some legally 
incorporated medical college, prior to the granting of the diploma 
or license.' Examinations are conducted by the Boards represent- 
ing the Regular, Homeopathic and Eclectic Schools of Medicine, 
but application should be made to the Medical Council. The law 
contains a reciprocity clause, which is practically inoperative. 
"The Medical Council accepts nothing but licenses from the State 
of New York." — Secretary, Dec. 1, 1902. No information obtain- 
able from the Secretary of the Medical Council in 1904. 

No Reciprocity Between New York and Pennsylvania. 

The Medical Council of Pennsylvania, at its session in Harris- 
burg, Feb. 13, 100-i, took the following action: 

Whereas, On careful examination, we find that tlie standard of ac- 
quirements of the medical examination of the State of New Yorlc is not 
substantially the same as that of the medical examination of the State of 
Pennsylvania; therefore, be it 

Resolved, 1. That on account of the disparity existing as to the acquire- 
ments in the States of Xew^ Yorlv and I*ennsylvania, New York licenses 
shall not be accepted as the authority for grantinjr Pennsylvania licenses 
under the provision of the act approved May 18, 1808. 

Resolved, 2. Tliat a copy of this action be sent to The Journal of the 
American Medical Association and to the dean of each medical college in

All applicants before the Board holding a diploma from a 
four-year graded medical college of established reputation, 
whether in or out of the State, who have pursued a study of 
four separate courses, and have attained a mark of not less than 
75 per cent, on each individual branch of their curriculum, as 
evidenced by certificate from the Dean of their college, shall 
be exempted from examination in the junior curriculum, and 
shall be examined only on those subjects contained in the senior 
curriculum, as heretofore outlined. Those applicants who hold 
diplomas issued by chartered medical colleges, but whose term 
of attendance has been less than four years, as above stated, must 
pass upon both the junior and senior curriculums, as must also 
those attending a four years' course who can not produce a cer- 
tificate showing that they have attained a mark of 75 per cent, 
on all branches of their college curriculum. 

The Board is empowered to indorse, without examination, the 
licenses issued by other State Boards having an equal standard. 
Upon the refusal of the Board to grant a license to any applicant, 
an appeal may be had to the Governor, who may order a re-exam- 
ination of the applicant, to be held in the presence of the Dean 
of the faculty of any medical college in this State, and a com- 
mittee composed of seven practicing physicians.

SOUTH DAKOTA.

The following resolution was adopted by the 
Board at its meeting held at Staunton, June 24-27, 1901: "Re- 
solved, That the Medical Examining Board of Virginia will in the 
future decline to recognize the diploma of any college which does 
not conform to the requirements of the Association of Medical 
Colleges." When an applicant shall have made an examination 
satisfactory as to his proficiency, a certificate will be issued him. 
At present time the examination comprises the following subjects: 
Hygiene and medical jurisprudence, anatomy, physiology, chem- 
istry, histology, pathology and bacteriology, materia medica and 
therapeutics, obstetrics and gynecology, practice and surgery. 

Reciprocity with other States is permitted. "Virginia recip- 
rocates with other States according to the following resolution: 
^Resolved, That the Virginia Medical Examining Board will re- 
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ciprocate with Boards of other States, but deems it necessary for 
its own protection that every applicant claiming such recognition 
shall in person present with his petition a diploma from a repu- 
table medical school, together with an attested certificate from 
a State Medical Examining Board having equal requirements with 
our Board and willing and authorized to give similar recognition 
to those who hold our certificate. Applicants complying with 
above condition and paying usual fee shall be granted a certifi- 
cate.' " — Secretary, March 14, 1904.

Each appli- 
cant m.ust submit to an examination before the State Board of 
Medical Examiners in the following branches: anatomy, physiol- 
ogy, chemistry, histology, materia medica, therapeutics, preventive 
medicines, practice of medicine, surgery, obstetrics, diseases of 
women and children, diseases of the nervous system, diseases of 
the eye and ear, medical jurisprudence and such other branches as 
the Board shall deem advisable. 

The Board may accept licenses issued by other States. ^^Reci- 
procity has not been established with anv State."

The following persons only are permitted to practice medi- 
cine in this State.

The examinations cover all the es- 
sential branches of the science of medicine and surgery, including 
anatomy, chemistry, bacteriology, hygiene, materia medica, physi- 
ology, practice, siirgery, gynecology and obstetrics.

Any practitioner of medicine or surgery holding a license from 
the State Board of Medical Examiners of any adjoining State, 
dated since January 1, 1901, shall, on presentation of the same 
within one year from the taking effect of this act, accompanied by 
a certificate from the Secretary of the State Board of Medical 
Examiners of the State issuing the license that such applicant is a 
reputable practitioner of medicine and surgery, bo licensed to 
practice medicine and surgery in this State, without an examina- 
tion, at the discretion of the Board, on payment of the fee. "Wis- 
consin reciprocates under Qualification I* with Illinois, Ohio and 
Maine, and under Qualifications I* and Ilf with Michigan, Indi- 
ana, Kentucky, ^Faryland and Nebraska." — Secretary March 21, 
1904.
